Mississippi has plenty of both 
types — the modern road built 
by veteran highway engineers, 
contractors and gaint machines 
which pay little heed to obstacles; 
and the gravel and dirt roads 
which grew out of ancient trails. 


HORSE AND BUGGY ROADS 


A century ago, highway engi- 
neering was a matter of finding 
the most practical route that a 
horse and buggy could travel — 
a ridge line very likely, with cir- 
cuitious detours for obstacles. 
Mississippi’s topography made it 
impractical to follow section lines 
and there was no thought of such 
modern-day terms as standards, 
traffic needs, programs, systems 
and other considerations. 

The travel habits of people 
were different. Many spent a life- 
time without venturing farther 
from home than the county seat. 


Never before- 


South will at least become self- 
sufficient in pork production.

FIRST COMMISSION 


Despite the growing number of 
automobiles, roads were still a 
local problem when the Mississip- 
pi Legislature met in 1916. The 
first act authorizing a state high- 
way commission was passed that 
year, and a short time later, the 
United States Congress approved 
the first federal aid appropriation. 
These two developments broadened 
the scope of highway planning 
and construction, and paved the 
way for our present system of 
highways. 

The original Federal Aid Act 
also set up the partnership be- 
tween federal and , state govern- 
ments which hag characterized 
road construction ‘since then, The 
federal grants provided up to 50 
per cent of the cost of rural 
roads, with appropriations divided 
‘among the states on the basis of 
area, population and post-roa 
mileage. '

Dr. Knight holds that only 
through a medical and dental ex- 
amination can a parent know the 
health status of the child. 

“A parent who enters a child 
in the first grade without know- 
ing his health status is like the 
motorist who begins a long trip 
without a car check-up,” said the 
school health specialist. 

Maximum performance in school, 
said Dr. Knight, is what every 
parents desires for his child. 

“But -by failure to correct exist- 
ing defects that a medical éxami- 
nation may uncover, many a par- 
ent unwittingly keeps his child 
from achieving his maximum po- 
tential in the school situation,” 
Dr. Knight stated. 

Immunizations, medical exami- 
nations and necessary corrective 
procedures are alf within the 
reach of every pre-school and 
school-age child in Mississippi 
through private jiysicians and 
the services of the local health 
department, according to Dr.
